HOME PRESS COMMENT, 


The “China Express and Tele- 
graph” of October 20 saya: 

The. optimistic speech of the 
Governor of Hong Kong in-sub- 
mitting the Budget fs welcomed by 
all who .have watched the fine 
struggle made by the Colony during 
the. Iast two years of Bolshoviam; 
civil war, chaos and anarchy in 
its immediate neighbourhood. Sir 
Cecil Clementi’s belicf in the future 
of the Colony, despite the upheaval, 
fs, unshaken, and reveraing ‘the 
policy of hia predecessor, which was 
to curtail ‘expenditure and postpone 
public works in contemplation of 
the arrival of better times, he has 
boldly declared:— 

“We ‘have no intention of calling 
any halt in the development of Hong 
Kong, On the contrary, we have it 
in mind to make further progress 
by constructing an aerodrome 
which ‘will enable us to participate 
in the world-wide ‘development of 
commercial aviation, by’ further im- 
proving our water supply to meet 
the needs of our increasing popula- 
tion, and by dredging the harbour, 
where necessary, to a greater depth. 
We think that future generations of 


‘coloniats who will benefit from the 


schemes now initiated ought to 
share with us in the cost. We pro- 
pose, therefore, soon to raise a loan 
by means of which to finance the 
new schemes, and if, as I for one 
fully expect, the future progress of 
Hong Kong is such as to ‘rival its 
progress in the past, the burden of 
the interest and sinking fund on 
the ‘new loan’ will not weigh heavily 
on the community,” ae 
In making thia announcement it 
was a happy idea on the part of the 
Governor ‘to record the tremendous 
progress made by Hong Kong dur- 
ing the last thirty years. The re- 
venue in 1897 was $1,997,867, while 
last year it was $16,428,770. The 
harbour of Hong Kong and ita ship- 
ping have: contributed more than 
anything else.to its greatness. The 
shipping statistics of Hong Kong 
compared with those of London and 
New York for 1924 show that Hong 
Kong is indisputably one of the 
greatest ports of the world. Here 
ore figures that speak for them:

Although the anti-British hoycott 
of 1925 and 1926 caused a decrease 
in the number and tonnage of 
ships, there ia every reason to 
belleve that the setback is only 
temporary and that full. recovery 
can be.made as soon as trading con- 
‘ditions ‘in China are restored. In 
normal conditions nothing can 
impede the advance of the Colony, 
which finds itself stronger now than 
when the cataclyam began. As His 
Excellency truly said, Hong Kong is 
a marvellous exemplification of re- 
sults which can be achieved ' when 
Britons and Chinese collaborate.

Mr. T. Idwal Vaughan, who 
recently retired’from the Shanghai 
Munleipal Police with the rank of 
Hon, Assistant Commissioner, has 
settled down at 72, Erpingham 
Road; Putney, S.W. 16, and, as an- 
nounced by advertisement on an- 
other page, intends to devote his 
time to imparting to those in need 
of it first-hand information on mat- 
ters pertaining to China, For 
this purpose he has’ established the 
Cathay (China) Information Bur- 
ean at the address mentioned. ; 

In the course of an interview Mr. 
Viughan, who is alert, unbiased and 
well versed on the problems of the] 
Far East, said:-— *- ; 


/“A large number.‘ of- British| ” 
people leave these shores for China| - 


almost weekly, and it is surprising 
how many are ‘unable to obtain first- 
hand information régarding that 
country. For geveral months prior 
to leaving the East I made ft my 
business to meet new arrivals for 
the express purpose of ascertaining 
what information they had been 
able to obtain in Great Britain as 
to actual conditjons in the Far East, 
and the reply invariably was, “Very 
meagre” or “None.” “It is for this 
purpose prizcipally, then, that I 
have opened, my Information 
Bureau. There can be no excuse 
now for. people going eleven thou- 
sand miles not knowing whither they 
go or of knowing something of what 
is before them. Before leaving 
Shanghai J obtained assurances from 
the National Societies, the British 
and Chinese Chambers of Commerce 


and others of thelr support andj’ 


assistance, dnd there is no‘ detail, 
whether ‘commercial, . social, _or 
other, on- which I shall not 
endeavour to satisfy my clienta.” 

Shanghai's Electricity Output. 

Mr. Vaughan has been in Shang- 
hai since 1900—the year of the 
Boxer Rebellion—and has witnessed 
the rapid development of that city, 
which now compares very favour- 
ably with any of the big cities in 
the world. 

Mr. Vaughan actually considered 
the illuminations in Piccadilly 
Circus child's play - compared with 
some of the' wonderful displays by 
the Chinese in Hong Kong and

It will be recalled that at the 
original hearing of the case the 
first accused who was the master 
of the fishing boat was fined $4,000 
and his two employees $1,000 each. 
Mr. Halt submitted that the con- 
viction of the accused was not in 
accordance with the facts of the 
cise a3 brought -out in the evidence 
for the’ prosecution. 


Evidence was repeated as given |’ 


at the previous hearing of the case, 
to the effect that Revenue Officers’ 
from both Hong Kong end Kowloon 
went out to intercept the acciaed’s 
boat on the same information. R, 0: 

Lanigan was In charge of the Kow- 
joon ‘party, whils€ R.O: Ward went 
out into the harbour with the Hong 
Kong contingent. The fishing 


‘I boat disregarded 8.0. Lanigan’s 


order to stop, and R.O. Ward had 
to fire a.shot from his revolver into 
the water before the fugitive boat 
hoved to. When the order to stop 
was given, a man at the stern of 
the fishing boat was observe 
throwing something overboard. 
The Revenue Officers went after 
the fishing boat, which was making 
for the No. 4 Kowloon wharf and, 
boarding it, arreated the. three oc- 
when their boat was 
only 15 yards from the wharf. The 
harbour. was then dragged, and a 
parce] containing the opium which 
formed the subject of the charge 


‘| was “fished” out. 


When questioned by the'R.0.’s all 
three accused were alleged to have 
admitted that the parcel which had 
been retrieved from the harbour 
was the one that had been thrown 
into the water from their boat..In 
answer to another question, the 
first.uccused was further alleged 
to have said that the parcel contain- 
ed: 100-tael tins of opium, the exact 
amount. that was seized. 

Revenue Officer Laniyan admit- 
ted, however, in crous-examination 
by Mr. Hall that, when the accused 
made the statements, they had not 
been previously cautioned, —— . 

Mr. Hall then submitted that he 
had.no case to answer as there was 
no link connecting the parcel found 
in the harbour with the one which 
was stated to have ‘ been thrown 
overboard by someone in the  ac- 
cused'’s boat. He also argued that 
the atatementa made by the ‘accused

The Magistrate, after considera-

CONTROL OF CRIME. 
‘With the large influx of 
Chinese from Canton and other 
parts of Kwangtung it is but na- 
tural to find what—without being 
alarmist—may be described as a

crime, We are not prepared to 
quote statistics, which may even, 
we admit, rule out any conten- 
tion that the proportion of seri- 
ous crime is higher at the mo- 
ment than at any given period in 
previous years, Still less are we 
prepared to allege that the effi- 
ciency of the Police Force is not 
all that it'should be.

. LECTURE BY THE REV. a 
BYRNE, 


REFASHIONING THE WORLD. 


— 


The following Is an outline of the 
lecture delivered in St. Patrick’s 
Club - yesterday. evening by Rey. G. 
Byrne, 3.J., D.Ph, 

“What think you of Christ?" 
This question is as living and com- 
pelling a question to-day as it’ was 
when Christ Himself asked it, near« 
ly two thousand yeara ago. In fact, 
it ia much more living a question, 
‘then it wes asked in Galilee; now 
ft is asked. all over. the svorld. A 
mere list of books, written in all 
languages and by all types of mind, 
would in itself make 2 formidable 
volume. The answers necessarily 
‘fall into two broad divisions “for’’ 
or “against.” Within these divi- 
sions we ‘find endless shades of 
thought. There are the millions 
who accept Him'as their God and 
amaller groups who are conterit to 
reverence Him as the most’ perfect 
-of human teachers, whilst in the 
camp of. those who refuse in any 
sense to follow Him there are men 
who admire Him from afar, and| 
who range Him with other great 
teachers; and there are men, who 
pursue Him with a spirit of hatred 
which seeks to obliterate every 
ace of His teaching and of His 

fe, : 

. In fact, a few writers of the 
school of the shallow Philosophy of 
the eighteenth century eyen ventur- 
ed to question the historical exist. 
ence of Christ. Of such efforts the 
distinguished rationalist Houston 
Stewart Chamberlain wrote: “The 
fact that the nineteenth century has 
fed itself on books in which it was 
shown that Christianity originated 
qiite casually, by chance, as a phase 
of mythology or a dialectical antl- 
thesis, or I know. not what, or again 
8,8 necessary product of Judaisim, 

+ Will give in later ages eloquent 
testimony to the childishness of our 
judgment.” : : 

. Claims Unique, 

. No Christian can ‘be surprised at 
.this divergence of view. The 
claims made by Christ are not only 
great, they are unique. ‘He is God 
and He is man; all power is His 
in Heaven and upon earth. He hag 
a code of ethics, a code of moral- 
ity; many will be found who are 
unwilling to shape their lives by 
thia code, but their fuilure,to do so 
means failure in His Kingdom, for 
He Js a King, and it will be fraught 
with consequences that nre eterna). 
No wonder, then, that men: should 
challenge these claims: If false 
‘they are preposterous 3 if true no 
other claims on human Hifé can vie 
with them. In the crowds which 
Christ addressed were Jews’ “and 
Pagans. . Both had their teachers; 
these teachers did not know the true 
way. He came to replace them and 
their schools: “he that followeth Me 
walketh not’ in darkness,” “You 
have heard that it was said to them 
of old.... but I say to you.” In 
other words He came to refashion 


the world. The world was in sore| 


need of being refashioned. Those 
who have fread the dialogues of 
Plato will remember the efforts of 
this Philosopher to try and get 
some order into: the chaos. of 
opinfons prevailing in Greece, the 
mistress of Pagan culture, Funda- 
mental notions of right and wrong 
were open topics of debate amongst 
those trained by the ‘Sophista. But 
the greatest’ disorder of all was the 
universal system of slavery, by 
which untold millions of men and 
women were the chattels of the few 
who happened to have the power and 
the wealth. All’ this had to be 
changed and Christ. was to change 
it. He did change it, not by graft- 
ing a political revolution on 'reli- 
gious ‘reform, “He Inld down prin- 
ciples: such that, once they . should 
have penetrated the human mind, 
they would uprgot . the evils from 
which humanity was suffering. -A 
merely human reformer would have 
emphasised the evil'and tried: to 
frame. a law compelling masters. to 
emancipate their slaves, or he would 
have Invited the slaves to ‘rise 
against the unjust oppression. 
Christ did neither, but to master 
and slave alike He said “You are 
brothers,” and He added the mag- 
netism of a personal appeal: “that 
those who fed the hungry fed Him, 
and those who visited the prisoner
